Mayor Seth Low of New York declared be- 
fore a Chicago audience last night that the 
great and subtle dangers confronting cities 
today were those arising from the efforts of 
franchise thieves and contract grafters. 

The day of open robbery, he said, was gone, 
but an era of intrigue had replaced it, The 
remedy, he asserted, was to give the mayor of 
a city great appointive and administrative 
power and then to hold him to strict personal 
account. 

Mayor Low’s address was delivered at the 
Auditorium theater, and it rang down the 
curtain on the six days’ program of Chi- 
cago’s centennial celebration. Only the fire- 
works display,. postponed from Wednesday 
until tonight, remains, and it will be accom- 
panied by no formalities.

Mayor Low Is Introduced. | 

Mayor Harrison and C. A. Plamondon 
ushered Mayor Low from the wings at 8:30 
o’clock. The three were followed by J. C; 
| Shaffer, Mayor Rolla Wells of St. Louis, 
|_Mayor John Weaver of Philadelphia, Mayor 
E. R. Howell of Atlanta, Col. J. R. McGinnis, 
W. W. Tracey, and 8. M. Felton. J. C. 
Shaffer, as chairman of the centennial com- 
mittee, introduced Mayor Harrison, and at 
the conclusion of his speech presented Mayor 
Low. 

The reform mayor of New York kept aloof 
from the topic of municipal problems and 
municipal reforms in the opening part of his 
address. But whefi he did reach the subject 
he took hold of it with a good grip and his 
manner as muc his words showed how 
much a part of his life was his continuous 
battle in the arena of reform. 

He spoke from the viewpoint of a man who 
has watched thirty years of warfare for bet- 
ter municipal government, and with confi- 
| dence he declared that he had seen so much 
accomplished that no problem now seemed 


hopeless to him. 


Where Modern Danger Lies. 

Without hesitation he pointed out what he 
deemed the enemies of the moment. ; 

*‘In these days,’ he said, “few of our 
cities have to protect themselves from open 
robbery. The dangers that we have to con- 
tend against now are those that come in 
more subtle form. The danger is that of giv- 
ing away our franchise rights.”” He was 
halted for a full minute by the roar of ap- 
plause, dnd then proceeded. “ It is also that 
from the mercenary spirit which breathes 
dishonesty into the public service. 

“Public work nowadays is often more 
costly than it ought to be because those who 
authorize it and those who carry it on in 
many instances want to profit indirectly by 
the work to be done. That is the new form 
in which our cities have to contend with 
wrong. It is a more subtle form than the 
‘old, but it can be overcome by patience, by 
courage, and by endurance, as the evils be- 
fore it were overcome.” 


Mayor Accountable for “Graft.” 

This courage and endurance, in the estima- 
tion of Mayor Low, were qualities required 
of every present day mayor. The chief 
executive of a city, he asserted, was the one 
possessed of the power to protect-the city 
from corrupt attack. The power was given 
him for that purpose, he maintained, and 
therefore he wa¢ accountable, 
“Thirty years ago,”” he said, “there was 
no power for‘good strong enough to fight 
the power for corruption. Americans had 
organized. cities without thought. They 
sought for security by subdividing power, as 
though the problems of a city were political 
and not, as they are, administrative. Under 
this system there was always power enough 
to do wrong through the combination of bad 
men. There was not power to do good be- 
cause it was scattered through so many 
channels. 
“ So the movement sprang up and still con- 
tinues to the end of concentrating in the 
mayor of a city greater administrative power. 
I think the movement has justified itself. 
- “* Power must always be accompanied by 
corresponding responsibility. A mayor, I 
conceive, ought to have great power of ap- 
pointment, but he ought to be held to the 
most absolute personal responsibility.”

Postal on ‘Trail of 
Who Raised Stolen: Ohecks. 


TAKEN FROM MAIL CAR. 


and New York Lodging House, 


Philadelphia, Pa., Oct. 1.—[Special.J—The 
postal officials here, working under the direc- 
tion of the Washington office, expect to ar- 
rest two check forgers within the next forty- 
eight hours and expose a system of fraud 
extending through the entire eastern sec- 
tion of the country. 

It is now certain that these two men stole 
a mail pouch from the Pennsylvania road at 
some point between Philadelphia and Pitts- 
burg, and that out of the checks they found 
in the pouch they selected many they could 
raise and alter, and thereby realize thou- 
sands of dollars. 

During their search the postoffice inspect- 
ors discovered a pile of torn checks, in num- 
ber about 1,200, in a New York lodging house. 
These checks, it is said, were so marked that 
any raising of their amounts would be im- 
possible without immediate detection. 


Mail Pouch Lost on Sept, 5. 
The checks raised were originally part of 
the contents of a mail pouch which disap- 
peared Sept. 5 from a_west bound express 
train on the Pennsylvania railroad between 
this city and Pittsburg. The mail bags’ loss 
was promptly reported to the government 


at once began their search for it. They had 
no idea at that time of criminal participation. 
The missing pouch had contained hundreds 
of checks sent out by local banks and firms 
to western correspondents. These orders 
had been drawn, for the greater part, by de- 
positors in this city and vicinity. They were 
mainly for small amounts and drawn on a 
score of banking institutions. 

A few days ago a local bank received from 
an Asbury Park correspondent a check for 
$500. On examination it was found that the 
payee line of the check had been treated 
with an acid solution and another name sub- 
stituted. The original value of the check 
was $5 and the word “ hundred” was added. 
It was later learned that the check had been 
one of those in the missing pouch. 


Traced to Asbury Park. 
The postal inspectors traced the check to a 
man in Asbury Park, who opened an account 
with a bank there and later deposited the 
fraudulent check. 
Another bank here found a. check for $700 
among a batch sent from a New Jersey cor- 
respondent. It had been raised from $7, and 
the indorser was the same as that of the 
first altered draft. Some of the largest finan- 
cial institutions tn the city have found them- 
selves the possessors of the bad checks 
It is believed the missing pouch fell into 
the hands of clever forgers, who etiliged its 
contents ol their own advantage,

Blunders in Probate Court. 


WHERE HASTE MAKES WASTE 


Wrong Names Given in Case of Haw-. 
 thorne Collision Victims. | 


Official zeal yesterday led Joseph | 
Strong; public administrator and close 
friend of Gov. Yates, to have himself ap- 
pointed custodian of the estates of five men 
who never existed. 

Hasty action led the colonel to apply for 
letters of administration of the estates of the 
six men killed in the Hawthorne street car 
accident of the night before, and in only one 
instance was the name correct. | 

He accepted the first police reports as be- 
ing final, and even while his lawyers were in 
the Prohate court making applications for 
the letters, other identifications were being 


made in the county morgue. 


; Lawyers Early in Court. 

When the Probate court opened its morn- 
ing session Attorneys Burras and McKin-. 
zie, representing the public administrator, 
were on hand with'sfx petitions, each ask- 
ing for letters of administration on the es- 
tate of one of the wreck victims. In each 
affidavit the following declarations and re- 
quest were made: 

That the deceased left a personal estate of 
$10,000, consisting of rights of action against the 
Wisconsin Central railway company and the Chi- 
cago Consolidated Traction company. 

That the deceased left him surviving no widow, 
heirs at law, next of kin, or creditors in this state. 

That letters of administration may be granted to 
Joseph H. Strong, public administrator of Cook 
eounty, on his official bond. 

In each affidavit was an assertion that the 
person on whose estate letters were asked 
had died Sept. 30, 1003. 

The affidavits being regular, and the re- 
quest being legal, the court had no option 
but to grant the letters, - they accordingly 
were issued. 


Only One Name Right. 

The estates on which the letters were issued 
werg those of James Gallagher, Frank Ross, 
Fred Roberts, Bert Anderson, J. William 
and William Griffin. 

Later in the day a farther identification 
of the wreck victims disclosed that in five 
instances the administrator had erred in the 
identity of the decedents, the one correct 
identification being that of James Gallagher. 

The man first identified as “‘ Frank Ross ”’ 
was later identified as Frank Gray; “ Fred 
Roberts?’ as Frank Robinson, “ J. William ” 
as William J. Wittier, “‘ Bert Anderson ” as 
Bert Patterson, and “ William Griffin” is 
still among the unidentified. 

The public administrator's haste in secur- 
ing letters of administration in estates whose 
assets were nothing more than prospective 
lawsuits had been a matter of unfavorable 
comment about the Probate court all the 
morning, and when the court attachés learned 
of the mistakes their criticism became 
pointed.

Rope Was Already Around Intended

Oxford, O., Oct. 1.—{Special.]—As the re- 
sult of a fight this evening in which two offi- 
cers. were shot by Kentuckians, 4 mob to- 
night broke open the jail and attempted to 
iynch Joseph Spivey. They took him to an 
elm tree, one square away from the jail, and 
he was strung up and then let down to pray. 

A second time he was strung up and let 
down, and while he was pleading for time 
to write to his wife Deputy Sheriff Brannan 
and a few assistants rushed forward, cut the 
rope, and dashed down the street with the 


' prisoner. He was rushed to the jail and has 


been spirited out of town. 

John Spivey, his brother, who was arrested 
with him, is dying from a bullet wound in his 
head, 

Result of Riot at Fair. 

The action of the mob was the result ofa 
riot at the local fair tonight, in which five 
persons, including two officers, .were shot. 
Several Kentuckians. who had come over 
to attend the fair were shooting their re- 
volvers on the street and Marshal John 
Woodruff and Deputy Jacob Manrod sought 


| to arrest them. 


When they approached Joseph and John 
Spivey, two of the Kentuckians, the latter 
turned their revolvers on the officers.

When the mob attacked the jail the Mar- 
shall musketeers were ordered out, but they 
arrived at the jail after the mob had accom- 
plished its work. 

Constable Hayes was killed while he was 
taking a negro to jail. He was shot from 
ambush, being literally riddled with bullets. 
Shortly after the murder Walter Davis and 
two other negroes were arrested and lodged 
in jail.

CHICAGO WIL SEEK TO BE SCENE 
OF ROOSEVELT’S RENOMIN ATION. 
In Connection with the Meeting Here 
of the National Republican League's 
‘Executive Committee It Is An- 
nounced That Hamilton Clab Will 
Take Initiative to Secure the Big 
Gathering of 1904—Banquet for Po- 

litical Organisers. 


Chicago is a bidder for the national repub- 
lican convention of 1904. In all probability 
the Hamilton club will lead the fight to get | 
it. The question arose yesterday in connec- 
tion with the meeting here of the executive 
‘committee of the National Republican league. 

“I had this matter presented to me this | 
afternoon,” President Sheridan of the Ham- 
ilton club said last night, *‘ and was assured 
that if we should make the right kind of an 
effort Chicago could have the great conven- 
tion.

The platform demands the admission free 
of duty of articles controlled by the trusts, 
on raw materials of manufacture, and the 
necessaries of life. It demands state and na- 
tional legislation in behalf of labor; con- 
demns “ government by injunction” and 
lynchings, opposes the repeal of the four- 
teenth or fifteenth amendments, and favors 
an “early declaration of our purpose in the 
Philippines.”’

‘* Reciprocity with Canada, long the hope

MOTORMAN RAN FOR HIS LIFE. 


His Car Had Run Down and Killed an 
Unknown Man—Crowd 
* Furious. 


New York.—Fearing the wrath of several 
hundred men, the motorman of a Madison 
avenue car that ran over and killed a man at 
Second avenue and the Bowery late tonight 
was forced to flee for his life. The man, 
whose identity is not known, was horribly 
mangled. It took a wrecking crew half an 
hour to jack up the car to extricate the body. 

The unknown man was staggering across 
the Bowery from the west side when a north 
bound Madison avenue electric car, in charge 
of John Coyle, the motorman, of 1066 Park 
came dashing along. Seeing the 
man, Coyle stopped the car to give him a 
chance to cross the street. The man, who is 
said to have been staggering as if he were 
drunk, also stopped, but as soon as Coyle 
started the car he made a move simultaneous- 
ly. The car was then going at full speed, and 
before Coyle could turn off the current and 
apply the brakes the fender struck the un- 
known man, hurling him tothe ground. The 
man rolled off the fender and got wedged be- 
tween the forward truck and the ground, and 
was crushed to death. . 

While the wrecking crew was jacking up the 
car a crowd of several hundred men shouted 
for the motorman. Coyle was standing a few 
feet away from the car with Alexander Dies- 
tel, the conductor, and when he heard the 
threats ofthe infuriated crowds he deemed it 
a wise move to get out of the way. Deistel, 
too, feared that the men would wreak ven- 
geance upon him, and he fledalso. Deistel re- 
turned some time later and explained the 
affair to the police. He was not arrested. 
Coyle, however, up to a late hour last night, 
was not found. 


INDIANS AND SETTLERS CLASH. 


Latter Have Been Filing Upon Lands 
the Red Men Have Been 
Farming. 


Fargo, N. D.—There is a possibility of all 
kind of trouble in the Turtle Mountain coun- 
try again. The Indians have been farming 
lands there for a number of years without 
any particular rights. The homesteaders have 
filed on claims which form broken up and 
cultivated lands. The homesteaders have 
raised crops and the Indians are beginning 
to butt in during the harvest. Near Rolla 
an Indian took a lot of wheat raised by a 
homesteader. The testimony showed the In- 
dian had farmed the land a number of years 
and grubbed several acres in addition to 
breaking many others, which are now be- 
ing farmed by the white homesteader. In 
other cases the Indians have threatened to 
burn the hay cut by white people on meadows 
that are homestead lands.

“The wreck that cost six lives at the Haw- 
thorne crossing Wednesday evening clearly 
was the fault of some one, and the responsi- 
bility may be twofold. At the inquest, 
which will be begun in the morning, no effort 
will be spared to get at the facts in the case.” 

Such was the declaration of Coroner Trae- 


7 ger last night. after he had spent a day in- 


yestigating the disaster at the Fifty-secorid 
gyenue crossing of the [Illinois Central 


tracks, where a rapidly moving Wisconsin 


Central passenger train crashed into a Chi- 
cago Consolidated Traction company trolley 
car, in which were a dozen or more men em- 
ployed at the Harlem race track. 

The coroner learned enough to convince 
him that the collision could have been avoid- 
ed ha@ reasonable care been exercised. He 
is inclined to divide the responsibility be- 
tween the crew of the trolley car and the 
railway company, the latter's share in the 
blame being because the crossing was un- 
guarded and badly lighted. | 


Things Learned by Coroner. 


Here are some of the things which Cor- 
oner Traeger learned during the day: 

Conductor Dennis Enright did not lJeave the car 
and run ahead to see if the track of the railway 
company was clear. 

Motor Man John Gibney allowed the trolley car 
to proceed at a high speed until within a short dis- 
tance of the railway tracks, and then it was too 
late to stop the car in time to avert disaster. 

The crossing is dark and at the time of the acti-. 
dent was lighted under the so-called ** moon- 
light ’’ system, which is said to mean that on cer- 
tain nights the electric lights are turned out and 
the moon-—if there -be no clouds—serves in their 


stead. 


Pleyés of the “L” 


There was no watchman at the crossing, so far 
as the coroner could learn, nor are there any gates 


there. 
Story of the Motor Man. 


Motor Man Gibney, when seen at his home, 
Soon Forty-eighth court. last evening, de- 
‘lared that the cause of the wreck was 
faulty brakes. 

“Tt did not see the approaching train until 
about 100 feet from the crossing,’’ he said. 
“Tisually T do not come to a stop until the 
ear is within twenty feet of the tracks, and 
then the conductor goes ahead to see 
whether a train is approaching. On the 
evening of the accident we had nearly 
reached the tracks when I saw the train 
approaching rapidly. 

“T began to tighten the brakes, but I 
found they would not work, and I realized 


* Hat I could not bring the car to a full stop 


giort of the track on which the train was 
coming. 

* It seemed that there might still be time 
® dash across ahead of the train and so I 
hrew on the full power. The car had just 
reached the tracks when the crash came. 
That explains: why the. conductor did not 
have time to go ahead of the car and give 
the signal as usual. I do not know why the 
brakes refused to work.”’ |

Mr. Booth, who was publishing the Free 
Democrat in Milwaukee, was imprisoned 
from March 1, 1860, to March 10, 1861. 

Mr. Booth, however, chose the future and 
not the past for his theme. ‘* The future,’ 
he declared, ‘‘ has in store more of wonders 
than the past. Before the next centennial 
comes Chicago will stretch unbroken to Mil- 
waukee, a city with 120 miles of lake front 
and an average width of twenty miles. Tele- 
phones will be in every house, wireless 
messages will bring the news of the world 
to each door, Chicago will be the center of 
‘the nation’s population, the commercial giant 
of the world. Some of the young people here 
will live to see all this happen.” 

Addison Ballard said the old settlers were 
on exhibition before the younger generation, 
but that he preferred his age to the habits 
of a generation which “ swallowed its food 
at lunch counters and grafted at the city 
hall.”’

LOW SHOWS CIVIC PBRIL 


MAYOR OF NEW YORK SPEAKS AT 
CENTENNIAL MEETIN G. 


Declares at Auditorium That the Mod- 
ern, Subtle Municipal Robber Who 
Steals Franchises Is More Difficult 
to Crush than the Old—Would Give 
Executive More Power and Hold Him 
Strietly Accoyuntable—Present Con- 
ditions Make Playgrounds Necessity

own neighborhood for more than thirty 
years,” he said, ‘‘ and it gives me pleasure 
to say that I think the standard of city gov- 
ernment has risen steadily decade by decade. 
There are setbacks, of course. Even the 
tide pulses to and fro, but on the whole lam 
confident that the standards of the city of 
thirty years ago would not satisfy at all the 
standards of our city of today, and so I bid 
you take heart and to keep at this problem 
with perfect courage, because in the last 
statement the problem of city government 
is a problem of education, and every time 
you raise the standard you have raised the 
standard of the whole people. 

“It is hardly more than thirty years since 
the people of the United States first realized 
that there was such a thing as a city prob- 
lemgy. Up to the outbreak of the civil war 
there had been no large cities, and the ques- 
tion of slavery dominated everything for 
decades before that outbreak. During the 
war and for a number of years after it the 
questions that arose out of the war dom- 
inated every thought, and it was only whef 
bitter experience showed the capacity for 
plunder in American cities that men began 
to question whether the scheme of govern- 
ment which had been tried was the best fit 
for the work to be done.”’ 


Playgrounds a Civic Duty. 


The only other serious matter touched on 
by the speaker was the burden resting on 
cities of providing playgrounds for the chil- 
dren. | 

“It is only recently, it seems to me,”’ he 
said, ‘‘that our cities have waked up to one 
of the most important things that concern 
any of us, and that is the vital necessity of 
caring for the children of the city on the 
side of play as well as on the side.of school. 

“We have suddenly begun to realize—I 
say suddenly; I think that is a fair word to 
use in this connection—we have suddenly 
begtin to realize the conditions of life under 
which the children of a city grow up—that 
the confined rooms, the poor light, the poor 
air, the absolute absence.of playgrounds, the 
conversion of the street into the only play- 
ground the child has, is just as unfair to the 
child as anything possibly can be. 

“If we want our cities to be well governed, 
if we want this country to endure century 
after century, to be the pride of man of 
every century to come, these cities that are 
drawing the population. into them in such 
multitudes must see to it that the children 
of the city have a fair show. 

“All work and no play makes Jack a dull 
boy in a city as well asin the country. All 
work and no chance to play is deaith to the 
best instinct of a child. And therefore it is 
that the city must not only provide schools 
but i€ must, where occgsion demands, pro- 
vide playgrounds, dnd I.am giad to say that 
in the city of New York that is being done 
now with a free hand and at the outlay of 
many millions of dollars, but the city of 
New York in all its history has never made 
a better investment, in my judgment, than 
these playgrounds will prove to be.”’ 


Likens New York and Chicago. 

Mayor Low began his address by saying 
that he bore congratulations from New York 
to Chicago on its centennial. The two cities, 
he said, were kin—both phenomena! in their 
growth, both marvelous in their prospects. 

‘* Perhaps I may venture say," he pro- 
ceeded, “‘ that if the two cities continue to 
expand during the next hundred years as 
they have during the century just closed 
they may grow into each other. I under- 
stand the magnitude of the situation, but 
I assure you the city of New York will do 
its utmost to meet you half way. 

“If these two cities are contemplated from 
the point of view of their origin and deVel- 
opment it will appear that there is a great 


t 


kinship between them. For example, you 
are celebrating tonight the hundredth anni- 
versary of Fort Dearborn. The city of New 
York is one of the oldest settlements in the 
country, but it began with a blockhouse, 
just as the city of Chicago began, and the 
fort built by the Dutch at the point of Man- 
hattan island was built for the same reason 
that Fort Dearborn was erected—to develop 
and protect trade with the Indians and to 
make secure for the occupation of the white 
man the country in the neighborhood. So 
both of these cities, the one as muchas the 
other, have grown up out of conditions that 
in their beginning were parallel. 


Entrance to Mississippi Valley. 


“It is evidenced, as your mayor has said, 
that the city of Chicago reflects the great 
growth of the Mississippi valley and of the 
boundless west. It is also true—if, perhaps, 
a little less evident—that, the great growth 
of New York reflects the growth of the 
United States. 

‘New York is the principal port of entry 
for the continent, and Chicago is the princi- 
pal port -of entry to the Mississippi valley 
from the great lakes and from the north.. 

* So it happens that these two cities have 
a more cosmopolitan population than any 
others in the country, because in those 
places that everybody pasees through many 
are sure to stay. 

‘It is a great responsibility that both of 
us bear, for no city can be charged with a 
harder duty, none can be charged with a 
higher duty. than te take the men from every 
Mation of the earth and make them, in a 
few years, as both of these cities make them, 
into American citizens, of whom. we alli are 
proud. 

“TI like to say of the city of New York 


| that its function among American cities is to 


interpret Europe to. America and America 
to Europe. This it can do, because it lays 
hold upon them both; but this it can do, I 
ask you to remember, only because it is, to 
its core, thoroughly an American city. 


Represents Spirit of America. 


’ “ Chicago, like London, Paris, and Berlin, 
is an inland city, and, like those great cities, 
it has taken up into itself the spirit of the 
soil, and stands as the most complete.expres- 
sion of the energy, the virility, the capacity, 


the courage, and the enterprise of the great | 


heart of the American continent. I will not 
say that it is morean American city than my 
own city of New York, for that is the proud- 
est boast of both of us; but it is a city less 
subject to influences from abroad, and there- 
fore its function in qyr land is something 
different. Much, much we all owe to Chica- 
co, for what it has been and for what it has 
done, and I like to think that amongits great 
achievements of material prosperity it found 
not only the time but the power and the de- 
sire to represent the capacity of America in 
its world’s fair. 

_. You never can know the influence of that 
vision of beauty upon the other cities of this 
land. While they endure they will be your 
debtors for what you did then.” 

Mayor Low concluded with a compliment to 
the University of Chicago. which, he said, 
had won a deserved national name, and 
which was placed where a great university 
should be—in the stimulating, pulsating at- 
mosphere of a city. ' 


Mayor Speaks City’s Welcome. 

Mayor Harrison in his address said in 
part: 

“On me tonight devolves the pleasant 
duty of expressing the official welcome.of 
Chicago to all the guests within our city’s 
gates. To one and all we give a hearty 
greeting, to the distinguished men who honor 
us with their presence in this hall tonight, to 
the representatives of the race which held 
this jand as its own before white men came, 
to the unnumbered thousands gathered from 
ail parts of the country who have joined with 
our citizens in celebrating the one hun- 
dredth anniversary of the first pérmanent oc- 
cupation of this soil by the forerunners of 
civilization. 

* Chicago is of the west, and therefore its 
welcome is the breezy, heart welcome of the 
plains; Chicago is young, full of the enthu- 
siasm and energy of youth: and so its welcome 
may lack some of the finer touch which comes 
only of ripeage. Of one thing, however, each 
guest may rest assured, the welcome we ex- 
tend comes straight from our hearts." 


MAYORS GUESTS AT BANQUET. 


Chief Executives of Fourteen Cities 
Dine at Auditorium on Last Even- 
ing of Centennial. 


Mayors of fourteen American cities were 
Chicago's guests at a banquet in the Audi- 
torium last evening, given as the. closing 
festivities of the centenfiial celebration. 


Among the 400 persons present were a 
>humber of pioneers connected with the pro- 
gram of’the week. John C. Shaffer acted 
as toastmaster, and infrodiiced Joseph Jef- 
ferson, who read an original poem dedicated 
to Chicago's centennial. 
hastened to his theater. 

At the end of the banquet Mr. Shaffer said: 

‘“*T want you to drink to the one who has 
had this great celebration in hand, and 
who has carried it through successfully. I 
ask you to rise and drink a toast to our 
chairman, Charles A. Plamondon.”’ 

Mr. Plamondon made a brief reply. and 
Mayor Harrison then explained that, as 
Mayor Low of New York was to speak later 
inthe Auditorium theater,'he would not 
address the guests at the banquet. | 

Mayor Harrison said in part: 

** We ask these guests of ours, the distin- 
guished men of so many of our American 
cities, to remember that, while it is our 
pride to show them this city of ours, we are 
not 100 years old as a city, but that 100 years 
ago the first white family came here to live. 

“As a city we are but 66 years old. We 
Chicagoans believe that ih the last decade 
the work done in this city has laid the foun- 
dation for what will some day become good 
municipal government. 

‘I want you each to drink to the mayors 
of the great cities. May they live long and 
prosper.”’

Commissioner Williams has given Deputy 
O’Shea 1,500 notices to serve on property 
owners. Real estate men say owners of 
many costly private residences are among 
these, and that the Palmer estate, owner of 
residences on the north side, is included in 
numerous instances. 

“T am aHowing no favoritism,”’ said Mr. 
Williams. “The ordinance says all four 
story buildings shall have ure escapes. We 
shall notify the property owners at the rate 
of twenty'a day. If we extended the notice 
to more than twenty a day it would swamp 
the contractors,” he added.

This. one of the most frightful of all animal 
diseases, is fortunately rare in this country. 
It is reported more often than it really exists, 
but there are occasional local outbreaks, and 
a few such are reported this fall. Lack of 
familiarity with the disease sometimes leads 
to its being reported when, in fact, the dis- 
order is something entirely different. 

The disease originates in a germ which 
passes into the digestive organs while the 
animal is grazing, and is therefore restricted 
to localities where the pasturage is infected. 
A high “temperature, often above 105°, pre- 
cedes the outward symptoms. It begins with 
most’.alarming symptoms, the animal being 
dull, “dejected, ‘and off his feed. There is 
marked restlessness, general trembling and 
whisking ofthe tail; the animal lies down 
and gets up again frequently and appears as 
if suffering from colic. The germs are dark 
red in color, and if the jugular vein be opened 
the blood will be found black and full of bub-— 
bles of gas. The skin alternates hot‘and cold 
at the base of the horns and on:the ears. 
Breathing is difficult and there is a reddish, 
frothy discharge from the nostrils. _ The ani- 


“mal finally Hes down, turns his head around 


toward his abdomen and usually dies in that 
position. The course of the disease is rapid, 
death usually resulting in from two to twene 
ty-four hours after the first symptoms are 
observed. . Occasionally an animal recovers 
without treatment, but in such cases the 
symptoms usually show only a slight attack. 


French veterinarians practice vaccination | 


as a preventive measure, generally using a 
vaccine discovered by Pasteur, with good 
success, but little has been done in that 
direction in this country. It should be 
applied in all districts where anthrax fever is. 
prevalent, as its medical treatment is un- 
satisfactory. 

A complete change of feéd is an important 
factor in treatment. Animals with the dis- 
ease developed or- which are suspected of 
infection should be given one-half ounce ¢6f 
sulphate of soda and two drachms of chlorate 
of potash in a pint of water three times a 
day. Treatment for suspected animals 
should be continued for a week or ten days, 
and in the case of sick animals two or three 
days after all symptoms have disappeared. 

Men may be innoculated with anthrax, and 
persons with scratches or abrasions of the 
skin should exercise the greatest care in 
handling the disease. The burial place of 
animals dead with the disease should be 
fenced off,-so that other cattle 
over the ground, and the bodies should be 
destroyed by being buried in unslacked lime.

Breeding Swine. 

We know of no subject regarding which 
there is so great a difference of opinion as 
that which relates to the crossing of breeds 
of swine. Generally speaking, those who 
write in agricultural papers argue against it. 
As far as pure breds are concerned, the ar- 
guments are correct, but with reference to 
gtadés they do not always apply. ; , 

The conclusion reached by nearly all who 
write on the subject is that crossing swine 
leads to uncértainty and deterioration. These 
results wil¥ no doubt be present if the cross- 
ing is carried on indefinitely and without 
skill and judgment. On the other hand, we 
are quite sure that excellent results will be 
obtained in some instances by the introduc- 
tion of an out-cross. In fact, it is one.of the 
crying needs of swine in the corn belt today.. 
We refer, of course, to grade swine. The 
cross should be made by introducing more 
rangy, more prolific, and better boned swine 
to effect improvement on grades too fine 
in bone and possessed of but litti® prolificacy. 

It may not be necessary to repeat the cross, 
the breeders going back again to the old 
love. We_are satisfied that the good effects 
of such crossing would be visible for genera- 
tions. Those who are skeptical! on’this 
point have only to try this method of reno- 
vat-or. to find that it will certainly prove 
true.—The Farmer. 


Coops for Shipping. | 

A prominent poultryman tells the Farmers’ 
Review that high express rates on shippcd 
birds are often due to the same being shipped 
in musiin coops. For these double rates are 
charged. The shipper of one or ‘wo birds 
does. not generally understand this. He 
imagines that the lighter the coop the less 
will be the express charge. So he makes his 


coop<of thin and narrow strips of wood and 


muslin. The express companies are respon- 
sible for the safe carriage of the birds, and 
from such coops it is easy fo- th> fowls to 
escape. A piece of adjacent furniture drma- 
chinery may ram a hole in the mu.lin large 
enough to permit the imprisoned fird to go 
frée. The latter may be injured or lost, and, 
anyway, requires time and attention to be 
got back again. Such coops also are so 
flimsy that great care has to be usc-hin pack- 
ing them in the car and in handling them on 
the delivery wagons. The poultryman in 
question makes his shipping coops entirely 
of wood, which is specially sawed to have 
it as thin as possible. Muslin coops may pe 
used provided the muslin ts covered with 
heavy slats. By using a light wood conns 
may be made to weigh but little. It is ch- 
viously cheaper to send birds in well built 
coops at single rates than in flimsy coeps 
at double rates. 


Mineral Food for Hogs. . 
It is necessary to keep constantly accessib!] 
to all hogs, both pigs and old hogs, some ma- 
terial that supplies lime, salt, etc., to aid in 
bone building, as an appetizer, to remove in- 
testinal parasites, etc. This mixture should 
be kept in a strong box protected from rain 
and the quantity and frequency with which 
pigs will visit and eat of the miature will 
often be surprising. ‘The following is the 
mixture that we use: Charcoal, 1% bushels; 
common salt, 4 pounds: hardwood ashes, 10 
pounds; slackened lime, 4 pounds. Fresh 


water. shade in summer, and grain food when 
on grass,.and dry bed free from d@ust, shelter 
in winter, and above all when confined have 
the area sufficiently large so that it will not 
become foul with droppings and mud bogs; 
these*are essentials for successful hog rais- 
ing.—Bulletin 73, Arkansas station. 


‘Save the Seed Corn. 

The| unusually disastrous conditions sur- 
rounding the corn crep the present season 
make it imperative that seed for next year 
receive unusual. thought and attention from 
the provident grower, who, forgetting so far 
as possible the present troubles, looks ahead 
full of .jhope that the next séason will be 
more auspicious than the present. 
ling seed corn let it always be remembered. 
that there is a great difference im the germi- 
nating qualities of different lots of corn, all 
of which may possess power sufficiently to 
grow. Corn grains‘ which will germinate 
and make living plants when the soil and 
moisture conditions are entirely favorable 
will fail to germinate or at least fail to grow 
under less favorable conditions. In other 
words, live seed corn grains are exactly like 
human beings or farm animals—some are 


a great deal more vigorous and full of vital- 


ity and therefore more capable of withstand- 
ing unfavorable conditions than others. 

In ordinary seasons, over much of the corn 

belt it is true that corn may be thrown in 
the crib and will be found on test to germi- 
nate when spring comes. Usually, however, 
this same corn would have had much strong- 
er germs were it properly handied at harvest 
time. The best seed corn is that which is 
carefully fire dried. This means that, 
stripped of its husks, the ears are hung or 
placed where gentie heat passes through 
‘them, slowly drying the moisture out of the 
grains and cob, leaving everything proof 
against the cold of winter. Soft, moist grains 
of corn yield to frost action, and the germs 
are more or less injured. Grains of corn 
thoroughly dried in-the fall hold the vitality 
of the germ in a surprising way. Properly 
fire dried, corn will not only germinate more 
rapidly when planted in the springtime but 
will stand adverse conditions of cold and 
excess moisture far better than corn not 
similarly cared for. At the present writing 
the corn crop is seriously threatened over 
much of the upper portion of the great belt 
devoted se largely to that cereal. This true, 
many a»sgrower who heretofore has thought 
little about curing or carefully’ drying his 
seed corn should give the matter unusua 
attention. 
' An interesting point in this connection is 
the observations of Sturdevant made many 
years ago. The test was to see how many 
green ears of corn could be gathered and 
yet upon drying carry ‘grains that had 
germinating power. It was found that if 
corn were carefully handled immature ears 
would furnish seed corn of fair quality. 
Corn grains that were even not fully devel- 
oped and had not yet entered the full milk 
stage were found to possess vitality and 
produce live plants when planted if properly 
cared for in the drying. These studies and 
other observations show that the farmer 
whose corn is yet comparatively green,-eay, 
well along in the milk stage. can save seed 
which he can rely upon if he will only prop- 
erly care for the ears by artificial heat. Do 
not dry the corn too rapidly; take care that 
the heat be gentle and long continued. Let 
unusual! attention be given the presént sea- 
Son to preserving the seed corn for the next 
crop.—Breeder’s Gazette. | 


Live Stock Farming. 


Prof. Pamel of the Iowa experiment sta- 
-tion urges that live stock farming is the most 
profitable. He says: 

“It has been demonstrated both by ex- 
perience and practice that the farmer who 
sells beef, pork, and mutton that he has 
produced from the corn and grass raised 
and fed on the farm makes more money 
per acre of his land and per dollar of his 
capital than the one who grows only wheat 
or corn or eotton and sellsit. It is not neces- 
sary to entirely discontinue raising these 
crops, but if “we are to produce a surplus 
to be sold in foreign markets it is best to 
export that surplus in the most condensed 
and marketable form, as meat and animal 
products, rather than in the original crude 
and bulky state. 

*“‘In the long run the farmer will make 
the most money who devotes his fields to 
the growing of forage crops to feed stock, 
making use of all the raw products at home, 
thereby saving not only much of the cost 
of transportation but maintaining the fer- 
tility of the soil. By doing so, corn belt 
farmers will maintain their preéminence in 
agricultural lines. Experience of the last 
few months has shown that-the men who 
stuck to feeding and were not tempted by 
high prices to sell their corn have made the 
most money. Anything that will enhance 
the productive capacity of our soils for the 
production of forage conditions will help 


the farmer.”’ 


Sheep on the Farm. : 

Prof. Kennedy of the lowa experiment sta- 
tion says that there are 600 kinds of weeds 
and grasees growing in the agricultural 
states, and of these sheep eat 550, horses 
eat 82, and cattle eat56. He says sheep relish 
most weeds and do well on them, therefore, 
every farm of a quarter section should have 
at least a flock of twenty-five sheep to help 
keep Gown the weeds, and that small flocks 
pay their way on most farms in this way, 
He adds: ‘ Less labor is required in hand- 
jing sheep than almost any other kind of 
stock. During a large portion of the year 
they will take care of themselves and at the 
same time utilize the weeds and other wastes 
found on many farms. True it is that at cer- 
tain seasons of the year they must be given 
food. care, and attention. This is especially 
so at lambing time. The successful flock-

Grosscup Wants Prompt Settlement. 

_ Judge Grosscup declared that his wish in 
the matter was to bring an immediate settle- 
ment of the matter. 

“If there be no immediate solution the 
fault will not be here,’ he declared. With 
reference to the statement that he might ac- 
cept a position with the Northern Securities 
company he said: 

“‘ About six weeks ago some gentlemen who 
are interested in the merger cases came out 
from New York and while here asked me if 
I would argue those cases in the Supreme 
court of the United States. I told them that 
to do so would require my resignation. I have 
considered the whole matter carefully, and 
as a result have decided not to resign. 

“I Have some conscience on the subject of 
accepting office, and believe when one takes 
office it ought not to be laid aside merely 
to subserve a personal interest. I have a 
great desire to practice law again: and, as a 
lawyer, would like, of course, to argue the 
merger cases, for they will be historical—the 
greatest, in consequence and interest, since 
the insular cases.

LONDON, Oct. 2, 3 a. m.—Premier Balfour 
has burned his bridges behind him and de- 
elared open war on British free trade. 

In a speech to 5,000 conservatives at Shef- 
field last night the prime minister declared 
that he desired to reverse the fundamental 
fiscal tradition which has prevailed in Eng- 
land for two generations. Some of his striking 
deciarations were: 

“The developments of the last century 
have made free trade an empty name and a 
yain force.” 

“The last sixty years have nies filled with 
the refutations of the prophecies made by 
the great tariff reformers.” 

“You will not get the great commercial 
nations of the world to abandon protection.”’

Ignores All Other Issues. 
Premier Balfour’s speech dealt entirely } 
with the tariff question.

Owners of 400 Book and Job 
Plants to Retaliate When 
Pressmen Strike. 


AGREEMENT IN DISPUTE. 


Glucose Factory Employes to Go 
Back to Work After a Strike 
of Seven Months. 


While the members of the Franklin Union 
Web Pressmen are preparing to strike in the 
400 book and job printing houses of Monday 
the officers of the Typothetz, the employers’ 
association, are arranging for a general lock- 
out as soon as the labor organization takes 
its contemplated action, 

All attempts to adjust the present trouble 
have failed and on Monday 3,000 skilled men 
probably will be out of work and all the job 
printing, book, and catalogue houses of the 
city will be tied up. Both employers and em- 
ployés are ready for the struggle and declare 
that it will be the bitterest fight the printing 
industry has experienced in years. 

The controversy arose over a refusal of the 
union to live up to an alleged agreement

Metal Trades Unions for War. 

Open war has been declared on the Chi- 
cago Metal Trades’ association by the unions 
of its employés. This took form yesterday 
whén the labor organizations served notice 
on the Goodman Manufacturing company, 
Forty-ninth and Halsted streets, that they 
will not deal with the association or its sec- 
retary, Paul Blatchford. 

The Goodman employés filed demands for 
an increase in Wages three weeks ago and 
were ignored. On Wednesday they gave the 
officers of the company two days in which 
to settle. Yesterday Mr. Goodman told them 
to see Secretary Blatchford, and they re- 
fused, threatening to strike if a settlement 
was not made immediately. 

Rather than see his men walk out, Good- 
man conceded the wage scales of the union. 
This gives the engineers 37% cents an hour, 
the firemen 28% cents, and the electricians 
an advance of between 20 and 30 per cent, 
These rates of pay are to be demanded of 

every member of the Metal Trades’ associa- 
tion within the next few weeks. 


Glucose Strike Is Adjusted. 

After a lockout of over seven months the 
600 employés of the Taylor and Beach streets 
plant of the American Corn Products com- 
pany, known as the Chicago glucose factory, 
will go back to work under union conditions, 
with union pay and hours. 

The trouble arose early in February, when 
the Brotherhood of Carpenters and Joiners 
organized the millwrights employed by the 
company and demanded 50 cents an hour. 
The men were receiving between 25 and 30 
cents and were denied the increase on ‘the 
grounds that it was exorbitant. A strike 
resulted, and within three weeks the laborers, 
engineers, and firemen went out. 

The company then locked out its men and 
closed its plants, being the first firm in Chi- 
cago to take that course.

Its members have been will- 
ing to work for less than their former wages 
and as a result have been the object of bitter 
attacks, especially on the postoffice, where 
over fifty of them were employed.

| = sheriff, and when he refused to give them 
up they battered down the doors and shot 
and killed Small. The sheriff made a stout 
i) a resistance and shot one of the lynchers, but 
ae he was overpowered by numbers and did 
hot expect the attack. The coroner held an 
inguest upon the body of Smal! and the jury 
found that the deceased was “ deliberately, 
maliciously, and premeditatedly murdered,” 
thereby sustaining Justice Brewer's defini- 
tion of lynching. Twenty-seven wien were 
named in the. verdict as guilty of the crime. 
‘Fourteen of these have already been ar- 
rested and indicted, and warrants haye been 
jesued for the remaining thirteen. ‘There 
‘ia little doubt of conviction, as three of the 

pridohers have turned state’s evidence. 
fa June last George White, a colored man, 
was lynched in Wilmington, Del., for a sim- 
 warcrime. The lynchers were not satisfied 
4 with killing their victim, but tortured him 
in the most cruel manner. Subsequently 
arrests were made and certain of the lynch- 
era were presented to the grand jury for in- 
digétment. In his charge to the jury Chief 
Justice Lore called every participant in the 
lynching a murderer. Jle warned the jurors 
that “lynching and mob law, their promo- 
ters and encouragers, whether they be of 
high or low degtee, should receive no favor 
sat, the hands of thonghtful and _ patriotic 
‘men, and in obedience to their oath and 
their duty to the state, heasked them so to 
act “ that the crime of lynching may be sup- 
pressed in this state, so faras by your action 
that end may be attained, and that the per- 
petrators of this crime and the authors of 
the disgrace that has come upon us through 
their crime shall be dealt with according to 


their just merits.” In the face of this strong 


charge and of overwhelming evidence of 
guilt, and notwithstanding that the lynch- 
ce ing of White is the first that ever has 0 
a eurred in Delaware, the grand jury failed 
to return indictments and the lynchers es- 
eaped because the jury did not find it “ nec- 
essary” to present them for trial. | 

More open contempt for a court and for 
thé processes of law rarely has been shown 
than this. It stands in striking contrast 
with the courageous action of the Tennessee 
jury. Perhaps it indicates that the people 
of Lynchburg are more law abiding than the 
people of Wilmington. This is not the first

Two weeks ago a committee of the 
QOitizens’ association submitted detxiled, 
specific evidence of gross neglect of-duty on 
the part of certain plumbing inspectors. 
The charges were so precise and definite 
that it should not have taken the head of 
the health department more than forty- 
eight hours to investigate them. The only 
proper sequel/to an investigation would be 
the suspension of the inspectors and the 
preferring of charges against them before 
the civil service commission. 

If the head of the health departinent 
wished to get rid of. some “ worthless tim- 
ber’ there was his opportunity. It has not 
been utilized. Ten days ago it was suid the 
charges were to be investigated. The men 
against whom a mass of damning evidence 
was piled up have not been suspenued. The 
civil service commission has not been re- 
quested to try them. Why the delay? 

The ofher day the mayor, after speaking 
of the admitted difficulty of proving bribery, 


‘said: “For that reason I do not hold Dr. 


Reynolds responsible for what happened in 
the health department. If he could havea 
free hand in discharging men he could be 
held accountable.” Is not he accountable 
when he fails to prefer charges against men 
who are not accused of “ grafting” but of 
wanton neglect of duty? If he does not 
prefer charges against such men he would 
not discharge them himself if he had the 
power. 

« The civil service commission is ready for 
business. It invites the heads of depart- 
ments to present their charges against in- 
competent employés. Dr. Reynolds ought to 
be the first to accept the invitation.

There was an utter lack of such precautions 
at the crossing where a Wisconsin Central 
train dashed into a street car. There was 
no flagman there, and there were no gates, 
The railroad company which owns the 
tracks had been appealed to frequently to 
station a watchman at a dangerous point, 
but it would not do so. It was not willing 
to add $40 or $50 a month to its expenses. 
It is the rule of the traction companies 
that a car shall stop at railroad crossings 
and the conductor go ahead to see that the 
way is.clear, That rule was disobeyed 
But for that disobedi- 
ence there would have been no accident. 

It is indeed strange that the traction :eom- 
panies cannot hire men who will always 
obey the simple, easily understood rules 
which have been mentioned. It doe¢s seem 
as if compliance with them ought to become 
automatic, so that they never would be 
broken. Frequently conductors and motor- 
men are ina great hurry. They may be be- 
hind time.. They may be on their last trip 
and be anxious to get home. A delay ata 
crossing vexes them. Nevertheless, if it 
had heen beaten into them that they must | 
live yp to rules under all circumstances they

A DEBT OF HONOR. 

In August last, W. 8. Allen, treasurer of 
a Methodist church in Boston, and also 
custodian of a considerable sum of money 
belonging to the eonfereuce of that district, 
absconded not only with funds of his own 
church but with $75,000, a fund raised to 
support superannuated clergymen and the 
families of deceased ministers, The rascal, 
Allen, has not been heard from, and even 
if he shall be the fund probably is hopelessly 
lost. 

In this emergency the churches of that 
particular conference declared that this 
fund, was “a debt of honor ” and that they 
must make it good. Last Sunday the first 
appeal was made from the pulpits and 
$50,000 was raised. There is no doubt the 
remaining $25,000 will be raised next Sun- 
day and the loss made good. 

The Boston Advertiser thinks that the 
feat of this Methodist conference with 
“only 250 churches, some mere chapels and 
others nonsupporting missionary branches, 
and with only 48,000 church communi- 
cants,” is more remarkable than the accom- 
plishment of the $20,000,000 “ twentieth 
century fund.” Whether it be more remark- 
able or not, it was a noble deed and will 
bring joy into the households of ministers 
whe gave of their best to their church and 
have now been retired from active service. 
It will save many widows and orphans from 
appealing to public charity. As there is

LETTER OF MARQUISE DE FONTENOY

HE new duke ef Richmond and Gordon 
is not unknown In this country, which 
he has visited on several occasions, 
principally for purposes of 
has’ many buffaloes and grizzly rs 

to his record and spent an entire winter in a 
log hut at the foot of the Rocky mountains. 
He is noted as a yachtsman, and also in the 
hunting field, and in accordance with the tra- 
ditions of his family has filled for years the 
position of master of the famous Goodwood 
pack, representing the seventh generation of 
his house as master of this hunt, Things 
are done on an old-fashioned scale, the coun- 
| try being hunted four days a week through- 
out the, season without subscription—about 
the only district in England humted under 
similar conditions. The hunt uniform is blue 
with buff waistcoat, the evening dress blue 
with buff silk linings and white waistcoat, the 
hunt servants wearing yellow coats with 
crimson collars and cuffs, a reproduction of 
the old uniform. 

- For many years the duke held the office of 

steward of the Jockey club, and his reputa- 
tion was such that instead of deriving pres- 
tige from the office it was his tenure there- 
of that was considered to give weight to the 
decisions of the club, the stewards of which, 
as every one knows, constitute the supreme 
tribunal in connection with all racing mat- 
ters. Indeed, when, some time ago, he fig- 
ured as the moving spirit in a Jockey club 
inquiry, which resulted in a number of lead- 
ing jockeys and professional backers being 
warned off the turf, not a single word of 
protest was heard, even on the part of their 


regarded the verdict of Lord March, the 
title by which the duke was then known. 


Of course it would be impossible to give 
even the briefest sketch of the new and sev- 
enth duke of Richmond—a lineal descendant 
of King Charles II. and of the latter’s French 
favorite, Louise de Querouailles (who was 
duchess of Aubigny in France and duchess of 
‘Portsmouth in England, where she was the 
rival of Nell Gwynn in the affections of the 
“ merrie monarch "’) without referring to the 
fact that he is the sole owner of the Good- 
wood racecourse, where the famous Good- 
wood races, glorious Goodwood,” have been 
held annually for some fourscore years. The 
racetrack, which is situated in the Goodwood 
park, is the absolvte property of the duke, 
who could shut it up. temorrow and put an 
end to the meetings if he chose. The course 
is shaped. like a horseshoe, and runs round a 
deep ravine, which effectually divides the 
start from the finish. A feature of the Good- 
wood races is that, being a private course, 
there is none of that “ outside’ element of 
gypsies, sharpers, boothkeepers, itinerant 
minstrels, and tramps who constitute so 
marked a feature of the Derby and of other 
race meetings. 

Goodwood has been in the possession of the 
family of the duke of Richmond since 1720, 
and the house stands on the site of an old 
Gothic building, and was designed by Sir 
William Chambers, and added to by Wyatt. 
The house is full of pictures and treasures of 
one kind and another, Van Dyck, Kneller, 
Lely, Reynolds, Gainsborough, and Romney 
being represented on the walls, the strangest 
picture, however, being the one hung in the 
billiard room, brought from the castle of 
Aubigny in France, and giving a complete 
representation of all the phases of the mur- 
der of the earl of Darnley. The artist is un- 
known, but the picture is known to have 
been painted in the reign Of James I. 

The new duke, who has been twice mar- 
ried and who is a widower, and who served 
with distinction in the recent Boer war, isa 
grandfather, his eldest son and heir, who has 
been known until now as Lord Settrington, 
but who will now take his father’s former 


Hilda Brassey, by whom he has several chil- 
dren. 
‘erts in south Africa, and while not so good 
looking at his father, has already acquired 
much popularity for himself. . 

The duke of Richmond possesses three 
other ducal titles in addition to the one by 
which he is ordinarily known. Thus he is 
also duke of Lennox in Scotland, Charles 
ll. having conferred upon the first duke, his 
natural son, the dignities of the sixth Stew- 
art, duke of Lennox, who had died in 1672 
without leaving any issue. King Charies’ 
right to do this has always been contested 
by the earls of Darnley, and the fourth ear! 
of Darnley put forward a claim to the duke- 
dom of Lennox in 1820 as the heir general 
to the last Stewart duke, being. descended 
from the latter's sister, Catherine. But the 
committee of privHeges of the house of lords 
refrained from taking any action in the mat- 
ter, 

The third dukedom which the duke of Rich- 
mond possesses is a French one—namely, 
that of Aubigny—granted in -the first place 
to Louise de Querouailles by King Louis 
XIV. of France, and reconferred afresh after 
her death by King Louis XV. upon her grand- 
son, the second duke of Richmond. The lat- 
ter and his son, the third duke, were 
great favorites of Louls XV., who loaded 
them with gifts, among the most notable of 
which were the superb Gobelin tapestries, 
representing scenes from **‘ Don Quixote,” 
and also the well nigh priceless Sevres porce- 
lain service, which are among the principal 
treasures of Goodwood. 

The fourth dukedom is that of Gordon, 
which was conferred upon the late duke by 
Queen Victoria in as the feir and owner 
of the estates of George, the fifth and last 
of the Gordon dukes of Gordon without 
tssue. This duke of Gordon's sister was the 
mother of the late duke of Richmond, and it 
may be of interest to recall that it was the 
fifth duke of Gordon who founded the famous 
regiment of Gordon Highlanders. 

It was at Gordon castle that the late duke 
of Richmond died. Part of the building is 
more than four centuries old, but the re- 
mainder was to a great extent rebuilt at the 
close of the eighteenth century. 

The late duke was a typical English ** grand 
seigneur,”’ and was probably the only one of 
Queen Victoria’s subjects who ventured to 
expostulate with Queen Victoria, and to 
whose criticisms she was willing to lend an 
ear. Indeed, his imfluence with her was 
great, and, although 4 tory in politics; he on 
more than one occasion acceded to the re- 
quest of the Nberals to bring things to her 
notice to which not even her cabinet min- 
isters ventured to call her attention. They 


her popularity and to raise questions about 
her constitutional prerogatives. 

With the present king the old duke did not 
get along so well. The duke was too set in 
his ideas, and so imbued with the sense of his 
frown dignity that he was unwilling to defer 
even to the heir apparent. The king enter- 
tained the most profound respect for him, but 
-can hardly have found him congenial. 
Among other customs of the duke was that 
of invariably rettring to rest at 10 o'clock, no 
matter how many royalties happened to ‘be 
under his roof at the time ae his guests. 
Then, too, he objected to card playing of any 
kind, and bridge and other games were strict- 
ly forbidden at Goodwood. Moreover, the 
late duke is generally credited with having 
headed that party In the Jockey club which, 
imbued with ultraexclusive ideas, has black- 
balled 80 many candidates for admission, 
‘even when they happened to have had royal 
sponsorship. 

The new duke is on terms of much greater 
intimacy with King Edward. They are more 
of the same age, have been lifelong friends, 
and I have no doubt that next year will see 
King Edward once again @ guest at. Good- 
wood house during the Goodwood race week.

Last spring Gid made one of his 
occasional and partially successful attempts 
ic reduce the visible supply of bottled dis- 
turbance, and was as usual set upon by the 
minions of the law and sent to-the work- 
house. Some time before this an affable gen- 
-tleenan had induced the county to buy a 
bioodhound for this penal institution, and 
the idea was that if any prisoners escaped 
several of the thrilling seenes from “ Uncle 
Tom’sg Cabin” should-be enacted. Gid knew 
nothing about the bloodhound, as he does 
not read the papers. As he says, itis enough 
for him to keep them supplied with nice, 
tresh items, without being compelled to spell 
eut the long words and think of libel suits. 
So Gid one day removed a board from the 
fence about the workhouse and escaped. 
He struck out over the hills, intending to 
shun the roads and bring up somewhere near 
home, where he might have an occasional 
meal sent out to him and wait until the au- 
thorities had forgotten about him. But be- 
‘fore he was two miles away the hoarse 
bellow of the lop eared bloodhound echoed in 
his ‘wake, as our old friend Fenimore Cooper 
would have put it. In a few moments the 
hound overtook Gid, who is short and fat 
and really did not appreciate the value of 
| haste. Haste is something he spurns with a 
calm, philosophic spurning. 

He had seen ‘‘ Uncle Tom’s Cabin” often 
enough to know a bloodhound when !{t came 
to him, and he knew that bloodhounds were 
worth money, so he took a piece of cold bacon 
from his pocket, saying:

“One day,” said Gid this morning, while 
sitting on the horse block in front of the drug 
store, “maw asked me why I never brought 
her any pineapples..s I told her [ never knew 
she liked them, and she said she jest doted 
on them, so that afternoon I get two and took 
them home. Maw went out in the smoke- 
house and cut off a big strip of salt pork and 
came into the house with it. I wondered 
what she was going to do with It, and she 
says: ‘Giddy, how do you like your pine- 
apples cooked best, with cabbage or pota- 
toes?’ ”’ 

But it is hard for Gid to confine his stories 
to the affairs of life which do not have to do 
with drinking. 

“One time,” he says, “ paw and me was 
over to Poundsville doing some work and one 
night I got out with some of the boys, and 
when I went to bed I happened to think that 
most Iikely I would wake up thirsty, so I 
took about six bottles of beer and four bot- 
tles of.tanglefoot with me and laid them on 
the covers at the foot of the bed, where I 
could reach them when I woke up.

EW realize the importance of this ques- 
tion, and the great factor these un» 
spoken influences are in our lives. 

Unknown to us they lead us to the su- 

preme heights of the great, refined, 
and beautiful, or leave us indifferent on @ 
plane that is commonplace, vulgar, .and 
ordinaire.”’ 

Art is an acquired taste. One must be 
educated to it. In fact, it is the last stage of 
civilization and refinement. In its history 
music has always preceded it, and in many 
of the homes of today one will find Beethoven, 
Wagner, and Chopin on the piano, whilst the 
walls in comparison are in a semi-barbarous 
condition. Good pictures are the most ex- 
pensive luxury one can indulge in, but re- 
productions of good pictures are within the 
reach of all.

Beeause a pic- 
ture is high priced is no feason why it should 
be true art. So many artists paint for the 
popular taste, light pretty pictures, full of 
detail, whichsay absolutely nothing. There 
are pictures, however, which modest purses 
can afford which strike a true note and appeal 
to what is best within us. Always buy a pic- 
ture that speaks to your purest and finest 
sentiment.

Celery is a pet of the moment. It is never 
more delectable than when au naturel 
Wash the roots free from soil, cut off all the 
decayed leaves, preserve as much of the 
stalk as you can, removing specks or dis- 
colored parts. Divide it lengthwise into 
quarters, curl the top leaves, and place it 


filled with cold water. 

The French fancy celery A la créme, and 
no wonder, for !t is worthy their epicurean 
palates. Take six heads of celery, cut them 
about three or four inches long, wash clean, 
boil in water three-quarters of an hour. 
Have half a’ pint cream, mix it with a piece 
of butter rolled in flour and a little sa}t and 
grated nutmegs, boil it up till itis thick and 
smooth, put in the celery, warm it up, and 
serve with the sauce poured over It. 

Fried celery is a novelty nearly every- 
where, although it is not new. Cut the 
green tops off three headé of celery, remove 
the outside stalks,*clean the roots, make a 
batter with the yolks of two eggs, well beat- 
en, four teaspoons white wine, salt, and nut- 
meg, and stir in two ounces of flour thor- 
oughly.

-AT CHICAGO’S BIG SCHOOL. 


Record Broken at Opening of Universi- 
ty, with Six New Buildings and Pri- 
mary Education Department. 


Bhe University/f Chicago began its twelfth 
fal} term yesterday with the largest regis- 
tration in its history, with six new buildings 
and with the university high school and the 
secondary departments of the school of edu- 
cation. opening their doors to conduct. the 
children from the kindergarten to the college 
recitation room. 

While no exact figures of the registration 
were obtainable, it is known that the number 
of students exceeds by a considerable number 
the 2,806, which was the mark reached last 
year. All departments, collegiate, law, med- 
ical, and divinity, reported a heavier regis- 
tration than ever before. ; 

All the rooms in every dormitory on the 
campus have been taken. More than 200 
women students have been refused dormitory 
quarters and must live outside the campus. 

The six new buildings opened this quarter 
were the school of education building in the 
Midway plaisance, between Kignbark and 
Monroe avenues; the university high school 
building, the Mandel assembly hall, the 
Reynolds club, the new men’s commons, and 
Hutchinson hall, these three buildings, with 
the Rockefeller tower, comprising the “ tower 
group” at Fifty-seventh street and Lexing- 
ton avenue, and the Frank Bartlett gymna- 


sium, across from Fifty-seventh street on | 


Marshall field. 

One of the new students is a Japanese girl, 
Miss Tei Morita. Miss Morita is a protégé 
of Mrs. George Gould, and partly through the 
advice of Toshiro Fujita, the tent, con- 
sul here, she decided to enroll at the\Univer- 
sity of Chicago. Miss Morita, wh home 
is in Tokio, has spent two yeaTfs at 
college, Ohio, and one year at the U y 
of Michigan. Until the opening of the uni- 
versity she has been at the residence of Mra, 
Claude H. Ogden, 1541 Windsor avenue. 

The only prank played by the sophomores 
on the entering freshmen yesterday was the 
sale of “ identification cards."’ to the men of 
the class of 1907.

| Edict of South Side Dealers Requires 


Buyer to Show Receipt from One Be- 
fore Changing to Another. 


Housewives who supply their tables with 


milk and cream at the expense of'the milk . 


dealers must reform or go without milk. 
This decision was reached yesterday by the 
South Side Milk Dealers’ asgociation. 

The most serious indictment against the 
housewives was that they frequently failed 
to y their bills. The second charge was 
that they were accustomed during “ jellying 
season’ to use the empty milk bottles for 
preserves. The third claim was that the 
average housewife favors the large milk 
dealer. 

The dealers decided that all purchasers 


must hereafter present receipted bills from. 


the former dealer before opening an account 
with another dealer. 

“This will stop the practice of running a 
big bill with one dealer and then changing 
milkmen,’’ declared A. J. Dietzig, president 
of the association. ‘“‘ Thousands of dollars 
are lost to us annually by our inability to 
collect bills.”’ 

As a remedy for thé second evil the milk 
drivers were ordered to collect all empty 
bottles and never to give any one the paper 
stoppers necessary for closing them. 

The dealers complained that the pure milk 
agitation had prejudiced many housekeep- 
ers against the small dealer. A committee 
was appointed to investigate the charge that 
several school teachers had told their pupils 
that if their mothers did not buy their milk 
of certain dealers they would become diseased 
through drinking germs. 

The milkmen reached an agreement with 
the drivers whereby one late delivery a day 
will be begun on Nov. 1. After Oct. 3l every 
dealer in the association will make only one 
delivery at 8 o'clock daily. This will con- 
ainue in force unfil Aprill. - 

Nineteen milk dealers were fined by Justice 
Gibbons during the day for selling milk of 
poor quality. The average penalty was $2 
and costs.

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| NIGHT SCHOOLS REACHING OUT 


FOR THOSE OF FOREIGN RACES. 


Circulars Printed in the Different Lan- 
guages of Europe Are Circulated 
and the Resalt Is Expected to Be an 
Increase of 3,500 Pupils Over Last 
Year,.When Classes Start Next Mon- 
day—Will Be Taught Principles of 
American Government, 


The public night schools are to be made a 
protecting arm for the hosts of children 
who are compelled to work in. stores 
and factories, with no chance of advance- 
ment, and confronted by the peril of losing 
their positions because of their inability to 
stand the educationa! test required under the 
new child labor law. 

Thousands of circulars, advertising the 
public night schools, have been distributed 
throughout the city calling on the children 
of the factories and sweat shops to enroll. 
Never before have the public night schools 
been advertised as they have been this year, 
and it is expected that the attendance at the 


8,500" pupils, an 


increase of 3,500 over last 
year. 3 


Circulars in Many Languages. 

In all nearly 80,000 circulars have been sent 
out by Assistant Superintendent C. P. Megan 
advertising the night sechools. «Twenty 
thousand cards have been distributed in the 
stockyards district, and the timekeepers of 
all the big plants have posted the hand 
bills beside the time clocks, where all em- 
ployés may see them and readthem. Other 
placards, printed in Scandinavian, German, 
Polish, Bohemian, Italian, and Greek have 
been circulated in other districts, and 700 
printed in English are displayed in the large 
etores and factories. 

While the English speaking pupils attend- 
ing the evening schools wil) receive the same 
advantages as are offered at the day schools, 
the foreign children will be taught the “three 
Rs” and the fundamental] principles of Amer- 
iean government. 

Twenty-three night schools will be opened 
on Monday, three of which will be located 
in the stockyards district. 


New Plan for Crippled Children. 


The child study department of the school 
board has begun the work of examining the 
crippled children attending the public and 
the crippled children’s school, with a view to 
collecting statistics showing the effect of the 
different physical deformities and afflictions 
on the mental power of the children. In 
future all children applying for admission 
to the crippled children’s school will be ex- 
amined by the child study department before 
they will be admitted. It is felt that some 
of the children are so deficient mentally that 
they are in no way benefited by school work 
and only retard the progress of their more 
fortunate schoolmates.

E. C. Chapman Is Held by Grand Jury

E. C. Chapman, manager of the American 
Literary and Musical association, at 358

Boston, Mass., Oct. 1.—The masterly pitch- 
ing of Phillippe brought about the downfall of 
the Boston Americans today in the firset 
game of.the world’s championship series with 
Pittsburg, the National league pennant win- 
ners.

CHICAGO LENDS DRAINAGE ISs- 


SUES TO THE BANES THERE. 


The Securities Will Be Used by the Na- 
tional Institutions as Collateral for 
Government Deposits Which Sec- 

. petary Shaw Is Piacing in St. Louis 
~—Carrency Shipments West Still in 
Moderate Volume—Elevated Traffic 

Gains, 


St. Louis national banks are receiving con- 
siderable assistance from Chicago in secur- 
ing bonds to place with the treasury depart- 
ment as security for government .deposits. 
In turn the government bonds so released: 
are used to take out new national bank note 
circulation. | 

Within a few days there have been loaned 
something over $1,000,000 Chicago sanitary 
district bonds to’St. Louis for this purpose. 
These drainage bonds are among those ap- 
proved by the secretary of the treasury as 
security for government deposits. The St- 
Louis borrowers put up as collateral railroad 
bonds to secure the loan of drainage bonds, 
Rallroad bonds have not been designated by 
the secretary as suitable security for de- 
posits, though their market value may be 
the same. 

Drainage issues appear to be about the 
only municipal bonds held in any quantity 
by one holder\in Chicago. Bonds of the 
city of Chicago are distributed in small lots 
among investors, and it is difficult to se- 
cure a sufficient quantity to be worth con- 
sidering. 

In addition to furnishing railroad bonds 
as collateral the St. Louls borrowers pay a 
certain commission for the use of the drain- 
age bonds. Recognizing that St. Louis is a 
distributing point for currency required to 
move the cotton crop Secrétary Shaw has 
already increased the amount of deposits of 
government money in that city. As indi, 
cated the government bonds released by 
these deposits are used to take out note cir- 
culation so that the volume of money is in- 
creased twofold. 

A canvass of local banks continues to re- 
veal a much smaller demand for currency 
than was experienced last year at this time. 
The requests from western banks have been 
so small up to date that it is something of a 
question whether even later in the year 
local institutions will be called on to ex- 
press the ordinary volume of bills. It may 
be that lateness of the crops has occasioned 
the slowness of the demand. The banks 
are not quite certain on this pint. 


Gain in “L” Traffic. 


Local elevated railroad traffic for Septem- 
ber shows considerable improvement in the 
case of the South Side elevated and the 
Northwestern elevated. The Metropolitin 
“LL” continues to suffer from the effects 6f 
the universal transfer system in operation on 
the lines of the Chicago Union Traction com- 
pany.’ While the Metropolitan’s gain over 
September, 1902, was but 2.95 per cent, it was 
. little improvement over the August show- 
ng. 

The Northwestern, like the Metropolitan, 
runs through the territory of the Union Trac- 
tion company. But its percentage of gain 
made a marked increase in September com- 
pared with August. The September increase 
was 6% per cent, while the August increase 
was only 4276 per cent. The figures of the 
several systems follow:
